Irish Delegates to the peace confer- 
enee today to present the claims of 
Ireland to self-determination. 

Twenty-five members of the Sinn 
Fein Society elected to the British 
House of Commons assembled here 
formally 
constituted the ‘‘Dail Eireann.” 

Declaration of Independence. 

They -elected Charles’ Burgess, 
whose Irish name is Cathal Brugha, 
speaker, and adopted a declaration of 
independence and an address to the 
free nations of the world. 

Griffiths and De Valera being in 
British prisons, only the venerable 
Count Plunkett can proceed to Paris, 
and then only provided the British 
Government consents to give him 
passports. 

The walls of the hall were quaintly 
embellished with classic statues in 
plaster and coats-of-arms. 

The Lord Mayors have witnessed 
thany more exciting dramas, notably, 
in recent years, of conventions of the 
Nationalist party, when there were 
impassioned speeches and hot party 
contests. 

That yesterday's proceedings 
seemed tame by contrast was due 
to the fact that they were conducted 
in the dead language of the Irish 
tongue. This was a tribute to senti- 
ment, but it was deadening to inter- 
est. Few of the 2000 auditors under- 
stood the addresses. | 

Oratory was killed by the process 
of reading all the speeches and even 
some of the delegates had trouble in 
following them on their manuscripts. 
The only concession to popular inter- 
est was the translation of the declar- 
ation of independence and the ad- 
dress to the free nations in English 
and French, and this was a weari- 
some process. 

It should not be inferred there 
was any lack of emotion or want of 
feeling of responsibility on ¢he part 
of the delegates. They evidently felt 
themselves men playing great parts 
ina solemn sacrament. 

No Big Figures Appear. 

Some of their names may be made 
famous by future results of today’s 
work, but none of them impressed 
outsiders as national figures of the 
caliber of Redmond, Dillon, Healey, 
Devlin and other Nationalists, who, 
in the epoch now apparently closed, 
fought for home rule along consti- 
tutional and legal paths. 

The “Dail Bireann” begins a new 
page in the many-chaptered history 
of Irish protest against government 
by Great Britain. It throws down 
the gauntlet to law. What may be 
the consequences to its members, if 
there be any consequences, no one 
in Dublin can foresee or predict. 
Dublin’s every-day life was undis- 
turbed by the defiance to the Gov- 
ernment registered at the Mansion 
House. 

All Quiet on Outside. 


The Government féyr its part took 
no notice that anything unusual was 
afoot. Members of the assembly 
poured out quietly into the crowd of 
undemonstrative sympathizers and 
curious onlookers, but beyond the 
fringes of that crowd the streets 
Were filled with women shoppers and 
unarmed British soldiers, who loafed 
On the sidewalks.

The most striking feature of the 
program was the reading of the 
declaration of independence. First 
in Irish, with the delegates standing, 
and afterwards in English and 
French, Ireland's ‘address to the 
free nations” was read. It conclud- 
ed with an announcement of the 
complete independence of the Irish 
republic against the “arrogant pre- 
tensions of England, founded in 
fraud and sustained cnly by an over- 
whelming military occupation.” 

Address to Free Nations. 

The meeting lasted only 90 min- 
utes. 
at the Parliament yesterday, was in 
part as follows: 


national independence, calls through 
her elected representatives, in Par- 
liament assembled, upon every free 
nation to support the Irish republic 
by recognizing Ireland’s national 
status and her right to vindication 
at the peace conference.” 

It declared that Ireland was rad- 
ically distinct from England in race, 
language, customs and _§ traditions. 
Ireland, it said, was one of the most 
ancient nations of Europe. She had 
preserved her national integrity and 
vigor intact through seven centuries 
of foreign oppression and never had 
relinquished her national 
which she had defiantly proclaimed 
every generation “throughout 
era of English usurpation, down to 
her last glorious resort to arms in 
1916.” 

After referring to her geograph- 
ical position, the address continued: 

‘“Treland’s independence is de- 
manded. By the frecdom of the seas 
her great harbors will be opened to 
all nations, instead of being a mo- 
nopoly to England. Today’ these 
harbors are empty and idle, solely 
because Ireland, irrevocably deter- 
mined at the dawn of the promised 
era of self-determination and liberty 
that she will suffer from domination 
no longer, calls every free nation te 
uphold her national claim to com- 
plete independence as an Irish re- 
public against the arrogant preten- 
sions of England, which were found- 
ed on fraud and sustained by over- 
whelming military occupation. 

“She demands to be confronted 
publicly with England at the con- 
gress of nations,.that the civilized 
world,. having judged between En- 
glish wrong and Irish right, may 
guarantee Ireland its permanent 
support for the maintenance of na- 
tional independence.”
